In 1988, the Stingers 
capped an undefeated regular season with a berth in the CIAU National 
Championships. Their quest for the title ended in the semi-finals with 
a heartbreaking overtime shootout loss to the eventual champions 
from Queen's University. 


Stinger coach Lyonel Joseph, who was the driving force behind the 
team’s success in 1988, feels that the fourth place finish at the 
Nationals provided important lessons for his players. Not only did it 
prove that Concordia can compete with the best teams in the country, 
it also demonstrated that becoming a national champion takes hard 
work, discipline and cohesive team play. 


Stinger practice sessions are designed to ensure that individual 
and tactical skills are constantly reinforced. The final result is a brand 
of soccer exciting for players and fans alike. The Stingers compete in 
the QSSF and supplement their league play with competitive tourna- 
ments in Ontario, Quebec and Northeast United States. 


Over the years, a number of Concordia players have excelled on 
the field, and their outstanding individual achievements have not gone 
unnoticed. Within the last three years alone, five Stingers have been 
honoured as “All-Canadians”. In addition, Connie Cant and Annie 
Caron have participated with Team Canada. While the team is very 
proud of these and other successes, it is prouder still of the fact that 
they have been accomplished in an environment that stresses aca- 
demic excellence. The athlete’s commitment in the classroom is crit- 
ical because after the last goal has been scored, she needs more than 
memories to fall back on — she needs an education.

In 1985, Joseph joined the women’s senior soccer circuit. He 
led Dorval United to two provincial titles and two third-place fin- 
ishes in the Nationals. He also coached the St.-Laurent Mens 
CEGEP team from 1978-1988. While with Dorval United, Joseph 
was twice nominated for the Quebec Coach-of-the-Year award 
and was selected to coach the Junior provincial soccer team. 
Joseph has also been involved in semi-professional soccer, 
coaching Racing Club of the Quebec National Soccer League. 

Lyonel, a tremendous student of the game and a certified level 
Ill coach, is currently working towards his level IV certification 
and a B License in Technical Applications. 


While working towards 
his degree in Education at 
Plymouth State from 1983 
until 1986, Gaspard D’Alexis 
was a standout performer on 
the soccer field. A three-time 
All-American and a four-time 
All-New England, he was 
selected to participate in the 
prestigious Senior Bowl 
Soccer Classic in his final 
year. 

From 1978 until 1980, 
Gaspard was a member of Canada’s Olympic program and partic- 
ipated in the 1979 World Junior Cup. A native of Haiti, he played 
provincial soccer with the Elio Blues before turning professional 
with the Montreal Supra of the CSL in 1988. 

Gaspard has been involved in coaching for twelve years. He 
spent two years with Marquette of Montreal, a semi-pro team in 
the Quebec National Soccer League, before joining the Stingers in 
1988.

Admissions

ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS: The following are mini- 
mum requirements and do not guarantee admission to 
the University. 


Quebec 

The minimum entrance requirement is a successfully 
completed two-year pre-university or three-year profes- 
sional (career) program in a CEGEP with the award of 
a diploma of Collegial Studies (DCS), or the equivalent. 


Ontario and other Canadian Provinces 
Grade twelve applicants from other Canadian provin- 
ces with an overall average of at least 65% in appropri- 


ate subjects will be considered for admission to the Ex- 
tended Credit Program, usually requiring an additional 
year of study. Students entering programs in the Faculty 
of Arts and Science or the Faculty of Fine Arts will be 
awarded six credits for each grade 13 or OAC course in 
the humanities or social sciences with a minimum pass- 
ing grade of 70%.
